MOOSILAUKE LIBRARY REPORT 





— 


From January 1, 1950 to January 1, 1951, the num- 
ber of patrons served was 2936. The number of books 
issued was 4791. This is an increase of 1533 books is- 
sued and 552 patrons served, over the previous year. 


The Moosilauke Library was granted $225, in State 
Aid. This fund was allocated to the library to continue 
the development of service to the young people of the 
Junior and Senior high school age. 


In order to meet state requirements all books had 
to be classified according to the Dewey Decimal System 
and placed on shelves in that order. All book reports 
had to be segregated and marked with subject heac- 
ings. All patrons had to be listed. 


A book charging system has been put into opera- 
tion and a circulation record is being kept showing the 
circulation of Adult and Juvenile Books and all Periodi- 
cals. Notices, Posters and new book jackets have been 
displayed in a public place and in the library regularly. 

State Aid may be earned for three successive years 
if the library shows progressive improvement. It is 
our aim to earn this State Aid again if possible.

Dear Mr. Rollins: 


I hereby submit my report as Principal of Wood- 
stock High School and North Woodstock Grammar 
School. 


There are at present 42 pupils enrolled in the High 
School and breakdown of classes is as follows:

To date we have had four pupils leave school. Two 
of them left because they lacked interest in school, and 
one moved to another state, but reentered upon re- 
turning to this town. 


The attendance and tardiness record is below that 
of last year. It is hoped that this record will improve 
for the remainder of the year, as it is impossible for a 
pupil to make up all of the work that was actually car- 
ried on during the time of absence. 


There were seven who graduated from Woodstock 
High School last year. There is one member of the 
graduating class now attending each of the following 
colleges: University of New Hampshire, University of 
South Jersey, Plymouth Teachers College, and the EIi- 
liot Hospital. Of those not attending an institution of 
higher education, one is unemployed, one is employed 
at the Franconia Paper Co., and one is serving in the 
United States Navy. 
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During the past two years, Woodstock High School 
has graduated fourteen pupils. Of the fourteen, seven 
are now attending college or are in training. This re- 
cord is above average for the State, and is one the Town 
of Woodstock should be proud of. 


Those pupils who graduate and do not go on to 
college usually remain in town and pick up whatever 
work is available. With the present curriculum that 
Woodstock High School has, the school is not giving an 
adequate education to those who do not go on to college. 
Shop and Home Economics should be made available 
to the pupils so that they will be fitted for their occu- 
pation as well as those who go on to college. With the 
present day attendance of Woodstock High School, 
fifteen boys should have and need Shop, and thirteen 
girls should have and need Home Economics. This data 
was taken from the results of the battery of psycholog- 
ical tests given each year in the High School by the 
University of New Hampshire. Certainly those who 
do not choose to go to college, deserve an education that 
will fit them for their occupation as well as those who 
go on to college. 


This year, for the first time, two hour skiing les- 
sons are being given once a week. Any pupil beyond the 
second grade may take these lessons, which are given 
by two qualified instructors. These lessons compensate 
partially for the physical education courses offered and 
required by larger schools. 


For the teaching staff and myself, I wish to thank 
everyone connected with the schools for their helpful 
cooperation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Wioddetock School Board: 


My eighth annual report now submitted to you and 
the people of Woodstock discusses those phases of 
school operation that are thought to be of greatest im- 
portance but omits statistical tabulations that are of 
little or no value for later record. 


Only one change in the teaching staff has: to be r2- 
corded. Miss Mary E. Therianas resigned last June, 
after completing two successful years as teacher of 
commercial subjects, to accept a similar position in 
Bristol. Her successor, Mr. Earl Sanborn, was called 
into the army in September and the vacancy was then 
filled by the appointment of Mrs. Hilda G. Ahern who 
had previously taught in Littleton, N. H. All elemen- 
tary teaching positions are held by the same people 
who were with us last year. 


The offer of a permanent increase in salary for 
those teachers who did summer school work was ac- 
cepted by one elementary teacher who attended the 
summer school in Plymouth. Two of the high school 
staff did summer session work, one in Plymouth and 
the other at the University of New Hampshire. The 
opportunity to increase earnings by making more ex- 
tended professional preparation is a sound principle 
that should be followed until our salary level is much 
higher than at present. Inducement is to be preferred 
to compulsion. Both teachers and our school gain by 
this policy. | 


A five-day guidance workshop was held in this su- 
pervisory union last October. All teachers were in at- 
tendance. Individual discussions and reports now being 
assembled indicate that ideas and practices growing 
out of the workshop will benefit our schools. It was 
gratifying to us to hear workshop consultants speak 
in the highest terms of the sincerity and industry 
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shown by teachers of Union No. 48, That experience 
did not come as a surprise because I have seen them 
at work for several years. 


Playground improvement has been accomplished 
during the past year, perhaps more at North Wood- 
stock than at the Center School. A good deal still re- 
mains to be done, and in that work both parents and 
the school district have an opportunity to share. Joint 
participation in such undertakings holds much promise 
of better relations and more helpful cooperation be- 
tween schools and the homes they serve. The more 
we work together the greater is our mutual under- 
standing. 


Perhaps the most discussion this year is centered 
in the high school program which has been, and should 
continue to be, subject to revision as changed condi- 
tions may demand. High school pupils are able to re- 
ceive training that will fit them for college or prepare 
them for a life of usefulness if they go immediately 
into employment. Our percentage of graduates who 
have entered post-secondary institutions is unusually 
high and points to the advisability of retaining that 
pattern of school work. There. are real limitations on 
much change in. our college preparatory program. 


Strong. interest has been shown in adding shop 
work to the high school program to strengthen our 
offerings to all pupils. Whether or not such a course is 
followed is wholly a decision to be made by Woodstock 
voters. In the hope that they may get some help in 
making that decision, the following statements are 
made without discussion. Let. me here state that your 
superintendent is a firm believer in the value of both 
shop work and home economics. 


1. Suitable working room will be required. 


2. Another instructor. will be needed in the high 
school. 


3. An increased appropriation will be necessary. 
4, Re-assignment of teaching duties will be made. 
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. Shop work will hold pupils in school longer. 
. Pupils will have greater vocational competency. 
. Grades 7 and 8 might have shop experience.

. Eventual high school reorganization may fol- 
low. 


9. Tuition receipts may. not be affected. 


10. The advisability of seeking federal aid is ques- 
tionable. 


School enrollment in the first two grades has fallen 
somewhat. below that of a year ago. Reduced member- 
ship in these grades means that teachers can do better 
work with each child, and it does not forecast an im- 
possible situation as children move up through other 
grades. With one unused classroom at the Center, we 
have a housing security that will probably protect us 
against expensive construction for a long time. 


It is a pleasure to report that Woodstock schools 
seem to be doing more effective work and more fully 
meet the expectations of those whose children they 
serve than at any other period in my knowledge. This 
is due to the faithful work of teachers and to the un- 
tiring efforts of your high school principal. 


To all parents who have cooperated so finely, to 
the teachers who have worked loyally and well, and to 
the members of the school board who have at all times 
shown a sincere and helpful interest in school progress 
my thanks are here extended.
